In conformity witli the provisions of the statute of this 

- State, organising the Treasury Department, and prescrib- 

ing the duties of its incumbent, I have the honor to submit 

to the Legislature the following report, showing the re- 

ceipts and disbursements of the public monies, during the 
last year. 

From the table hereunto subjoined, exhibiting in detail 
the whole operations of the department, it will appear, that 
fhere are two periods embraced within it; one extending 
from tbe 4th of January last, the date of my last report, to 
the 29th of February. the close of the fiscal year; and the 
other,] extending from the first day of March, 1836, to the 
date of this report. " ! 

It is deemed unnecessary to pariicularise the fiscal opera- 
tions, farther than to state, that from the 4th day of Janua- 
ry, 1836, to the 29th day of February of the same year, 
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the receipts into the Tredsury amounted to the sum of 
$11,169 702; which being added to the balance on hand 
at the date of the last report (§87,157 802) leaves to be ac- 
counted for the sum of $98,627 514, which is done in the 
following manner: the disharsemenk, during the same peri- 
od, under the various heads, amounted to the sum of 
$35,868 533, which being deducted, Jeaves the sum of 
342.758 972, to be carried “to the credit of the State, on the 
Ist day of March, 1833, the commencement of the fiscal 
year. "Thatsince this last mentioned period, there has been 
received at the T reasury up to this time, the sum of four 
hundred and one, thousand two hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars ninety-seven cents, which being added to the balance 
on hand leaves to be accounted for the sum of $111,034 943: 
which is done in the following manner: the disbursements 
during the period, have amounted to the sum of $305,513 643, 
leaving at this time in the Treasury of the State, the sum 
of one hundred and thirty-eight thousand five hundred and 
twenty one dollars and thirty cents. From this exhibition. 
it will be seen, that the operations of this department, have, 
for the last, exceeded those of any previous year. This 
has resulted, not only, from the rapidly increasing business 
of the State, but also from the fact, that the three per cent. 
fund, to which the State was entitled on the first day of 
J aly last, has been here received and disbursed, or yet re- 
mains on hand. "The balance in the 'lreasury appears 
large, but nearly tbe vol of this surplus consists of the 
unclaimed portions of the three per cent. fund, to which 
many of the counties are yet entitled. 

Of the $327,978 34 paid into the Treasury, on this fund, 
the sum of $198, 059 81 bas been paid ont, which leaves it 
creditor to the amount of $129,918 53. I have thought it 
my duty to point out this fact particularly to your view, not 
from any distrust of the ability of the Treasury to meet the 
demands that may be made upon it, in the ordinary course 
of ihe public business, but in order to suggest to your hon- 
orable body the necessity of furnishing the ways and means 
that may be required to-meet, not only the appropriations 
already made, but those which you may be disposed to make 
during your present session. Although the revenue of the 
State is annually and rapidly augmenting, yet it is believed 
that its expenditures increase in rather a more rapid pro- 
portion. ‘There have been already considerable sums ap- 
propriated for the public buildings, and it is expected that, 
yet further sums will be required. Ido not believe that 
the ordinary revenue of the State is adequate to itsinevitable 
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and bidispensable expenditures; and, also, to meet the large 
appropriattons which will be necessary to complete the public 
buildings. It is certainly a matter of felicitation, however, 
that the resources of the State are amply adequate to meet 
all its necessary wants, without a resort to further taxation. 
If the ordinary revenue should not he equal to the enti- . 
cipated demands upon the Treasury, its coffers can be easily 
supplied without further taxation ; some of the modes of 
which I will take the liberty to^suggest, There has ac- 
crued, and is still accruing to the State, the three per cent. 
upon the Uniied States lands sold within its borders ; which 
it is believed if left in the State Treasury, will be for the 
purposes of internal improvement, equal to all the demands 
inade upon it ; united with the other resources of the State. 
Another view is suggested ; if this State consent to takes- 
upon bailment, the portion of the surplus revenue in the 
United States Treasury, which, under the late distribution 
law of Congress, will fall to its share; that sum, if it be 
vested in stock in the Planters’ Bank, and its dividends 
placed semi-annually in the Treasury, will bring to the 
‘Treasury all the aid, which your appropriations may place 
it, in a situation to acquire. 
I hope I shall be excused, if, in the discharge of my 
public daty, I bring to the view of your honorable body 
another subject, intimately connected with the revenue 
of the State—I allude to the tax upon land, and the 
mode of its assessment. The mode now in force ap- 
pears to me to be, not only arbitrary, but wholly unequal— 
a geographical, or merely arbitrary classification of lands. 
can never be regarded as a fair standard by which to 
ascertain their value. A very poor and sterile tract of land 
may be adjoining a very rich and valuable oue ; and to 
subject both to thesamestandard of taxation would be wrong : 
an ad valorem tax, upon land, strikes me as the most equitable ` 
aud just; but this tax should not be high ; let each man pay in 
proportion to the value of his lands. , If the owner contro- 
vert the assessment of the officer, let a reference be had to 
. others by whom it can be ascertained, and let them fix 
the value, and the owner pay accordingly. Most of the 
lands in the State will soon be subject to taxation ; and it 
seems fo me, that some uniform and equal mode of valuation. 
should be made to supercede the present one; which if 
suitable to the time of its adoption, does not appear so now. 
When I entered upon the duties of my office, I determined 
to deposite the State Funds iu the Branch of the Planters” 
Bank, at this place, for its better security, and more conve- 
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nient disbursement. The control of this money by the Bank, 
has not only been a public convenience, but has actually 
brought to the State, as a stockholder in that institution, 
from its increased dividends, more money than is required 
to pay the salaries of two of the executive officers; and, it is 
believed, will continue to do so. 

By reference to the Revised Code, (pages 4ł3 and 414,) 
it will be seen that certain monies were loaned to the Jef- 
ferson College, upon bond and security, by mortgage; all 
of which bonds have been due for more than ten years, 
and that it is made the duty of the State Treasurer, to col- 
lect the same. These bonds, with the interest, now exceed 
fourteen thousand dollars, and it is believed that that 
institution fróm its resources is abundantly able to refund 
the money at this time. But as the period of collecting it, 
had been so long postponed, I did not wish hastily to act 
in the business, and concluded to bring the subject to your 
view, eliciting from your honorable body, an indication of 
your wishes and instructions on this subject. ` 

Among the monies received by me from my predecessor, 
there were two bills, which have been discovered to be 
counterfeits ; one of them atwenty, and the othera hundred 
dollar bill, both of which have been substituted by him with 
good money. That such a mistake should have occurred, 
in transactions extending through such a period of time, 

.and embracing so many different settlements, is not to be 
wondered at ; and when we consider the great accuracy, 
and uncommon fidelity of that valuable officer, I would 
suggest to your honorable body, the propriety of reimburs- 
ing him those amounts ; a practice, very usual with banking 
institutions, and not inconsistent with the liberal, and en- 
lightened policy of any.

Annual Report for 1836, of the President and Directors, of the 
Gainsville and Narkerta Rail Road Company, to the Auditor 
of Public Accounts of the State of Mississippi. 


Sir: Inobedience to an act of the Legislature of Mis- 
sissippi, approved the 27th February, 1836, entitled ** An 
act to authorise the Gainsville and Narkeeta Rail Road 
Company, incorporated by an act of the State of Alabama, 
approved the 8th day of January, 1826, to extend said Rail 
Road from the State line, to Narkeeta in the County of 
Kemper in this State,” the President and Directors of said 
Company, have the honor herewith to submit their first 
annual report “for the inspection of the Legislature of 
Mississippi,” showing the operations of said company up to 
the 15th of Dec. 1836. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the practicability of the 
proposed Rail Road, the services of Captain D. H. Bing- 
ham, a Civil Eniginecr of high distinction, were in the month 
of January last procured to make a reconuoisance of the 
country between Gainsville and Narkceta, by the instru- 
mentality and upon the responsibility of the late Moses 
Lewis, dec'd, a talented and public spirited gentleman, with 
whom this scheme first originated, but who was removed by 
death in the month of October last ; the unhappy circum- 
stance occasioning no little anxiety with the friends of this 
improvement. The service howeve@was promptly per-, 
formed, and a highly favorable report submitted. But no 
further step was at that time taken by the Commissioners 
appointed by the Act of Incorporation, they conceiving it 
proper to suspend the opening of books for the subscription 
of stock, until authentic information should have been ré- 
ceived of the passage of the Act of the Legislature of Mis- 
sissippi, granting to the company the rights and privileges 
sought from that State. This information was received in 
the month of April following, but the period was then too 
late to admit of the pre-requisite notice, and the opening 
and closing of books in time for the election of President 


| and Directors, “on the first Monday in May 1836,” as pro-

vided by the charter; and consequently there could be no- 
organization of the company, until the first Monday in May 
1837, without an act of the Legislature of Alabama amend- 
ing the charter in this particular. "n. 
-'Thus circumstanced, the Commissioners determined to 
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give a longer notice of the time and place of opening books, 
than was required by the charter. Accordingly such 
notices were given, and on the fourth day of July, books 
were opened in the Towns of Gainsville and Clinton in the 
State of Alabama, and at the Post Office of Narkeeta in 
the State of Mississippi, for the subscription of the capital 
stock of the Company, in which the Commissioners found 
upon their examination made on the 30th November last, 
that the aggregate number of 1816 shares had been sub- 
scribed, under the charter, without any condition. Of this 
number, five hundred and thirty had been taken by citizens 
of the State of Mississippi, —and that the whole number of 
stockholders whose names appeared, was 184, of whom 
91 are citizeus of the State of Mississippi, and 93 are 
citizens of Alabama. 

From the great interest, zeal, and public spirit, manifest- 
ed by the citizens of both States in the progress of this im- 
provement, individual stockholders in the month of August, 
felt themselves warranted in anticipating the time of the 
organization of the company, (which it was confidently 
believed would occur in the month of November, under au- 
thority of an Act of the Legislature of Alabama, which it 
was expected would be passed early in that month,) and 
upon their individual responsibility, procured the services 
of Capt. Bingham, to examine and survey a route for the 
Rail-road, and execute the necessary plans and estimate 
for the work. 

This labor was promptly done.—The experimental line 
of survey having been commenced at Gainsville& was run 
over the most favorable and open ground for this purpose ; 
passing the Post Office of Narkeeta, and terminating at tie 
Eastern point of the beautiful sandy land ridge, upon which 
the first portion of the Town of Narkeeta was sold, on the 
18th of November last. The Engineers Report of this 
service is appended, marked (A.) 

On the presentation of this report, the Engineer was in- 
structed by the same individuals, to give public notice in a 
leading newspaper in each of the cities of Tuscaloosa, 
Mobile, Cincinnati, , Washington, Boston, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and New-York, of the intention of the company to 
put the first ten miles of their Road under contract, on the 
Sth day of December 1836; and to invite proposals from 
contractors for that purpose. He was-at the same time in 
structed, to locate the first ten miles of the:road agreeably 
to the plan, predicated upon, the experimental survey—al 
of which was peers done. ` 


$ 
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At the meeting of the Legislature of Alabama, which» 
convened on the first Monday of November 1836, applica- 
tion was made for the desired amendments to the charter, 
aud on the 23d day of that month, an Act which had been 
previously passed by the two Houses of the Legislature, was- 
duly approved by the Governor, granting to the com- 
pany all that was asked. (A certified copy of which is 
hereunto appended, marked B.) Previously to its passage 
however, and in anticipation thereof, the commissioners 
liad issued a notice to the stockholders, and caused it to be 
industriously circulated among them, to meet at the town of 
Gainsville, (as provided by the charter) either in person 
or by proxy on the 20th day of November, for the purpose 
of electing the officers necessary to organize the company. 

On that day a very large majority (both in number and 
in value,) of the stockholders, duly cast their votes and 
elected the proper officers. Of these officers, four Directors 
are citizens of ihe State of Mississippi ; two others reside 
near the line of the Rail-road between Gaiusville and the 
State line, and the remaining six residein the town of Gains- 
ville ; thus securing a quorum of the Board, convenient to- 
the scene of active operations, for the next twelve months. 
At the same time each stockholder, (with the exception of 
one individual who declined to vote on this point) either in 
person or by proxy, expressly instructed the Board of Di- 
rectors then being elected, to use the proper means to en- 
sure the completion of the first ten miles of the Rail-road, 
within twelve months. ` Ü 

On the next day the President and Directors were duly 
sworn, and promptly recognised and adopted theaets, which 
had been previously those of individuals oily, as the acts of 
the Board. aT

Finally, asto thë operations of the company the Presi- 
. dent and Directors have the pleasure to report, that on the 
' 8th instant, they succeed in putting under contract the- 
graduation of the first ten miles of tbe - Rail-road, upon. 
. terms which they believe to be advantageous to the com- 
pafiy, and have since made arrangements to procure the 
iron and other materials for its superstructure; with the 
confident expectation that this portion of the road will be 
in readiness.for use in the month of January 1838. 

. With the view of more fully “showing the situation of 
the company," it will not be improper to advert yery briefly 
to several facts and circumstances connected with its views 
and prospects. "T'he great object of the company is to open 
a free and cheap communication between that fertile, eleva- 
ted, and (mainly) sandy-land region of* Mississippi, included". 
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in the counties of Kemper, Lauderdale and Newton, and in 
part of the counties of Leake, Winston and Noxubee— and 
the Tombigbee River. a 

This region of country is separated from this River by a 
belt of Prairie—Prairie natured and black land—of more 
than twenty miles in width, which runs parallel with the 
river for many miles both above and below Gainsville. 
The obstacles to travel and {ransportation -presented by it 
are enormous and can be eff :ctually overcome only by Rail 
Roads. The truth of this prop sition is well established 
and the promptitude with which the citizens of Mississippi, 
who have to encounter these diiliculties, have embarked in 
this scheme and the.zeal and anxious interest which they 
have constantly evinced for its speedy and final completion, 
have shown most con: !usively their convictions of its truth. 
This communication it is proposed to open through the 
Town of Gainsville, Alabama, and the now rising Town of 
Narkeeta, in Mississippi, by means of this Rail-road. Gains- 
ville was settled about four years since and contains at present 
but little over seven hundred inhabitants. 

Under the influence of the trade from this portion of 
Mississippi, it has for the last three years increased in im- 
portance, in a ratio commensurate with the settlement and 
the development of the resources of the region, which the 
construction of the Rail-road cannot fail greatly to accele- 
rate and increase. Its location is upon an elevated and 
healthy Bluff on the west side of the Tombigbee river, 
which is navigable to this point fur steam-boats from seven 
to eight months in the year, three-fourths of a mile below 
the mouth of Oaknoxubee, and abundantly supplied with 
water’ by numerous springs of the purest free-stone water. 

The amount of merchandize, ascertained to have been 
sold here during the twelve months preceding the first day 
of December, 1836, exceeds the sum of two hundred and 
eighty-seven thousand dollars; of which sum it is estimated, 
that at least $105,000 was sold to citizens of Mississippi, 
inhabiting the region of country which this- Rail-road is 
intended to accommodate; but this sum is but a small pro- 
portion of the whole amount of merchandise which they 
have received through the 'Tombecbee river, since a very 
eonsiderable proportion has passed through McKee, James- 
town, Sumpterville, Paynesville, Livingston, and the numer- 
ous country stores; all of which will be taken from the 
Tombigbee at Gainsville, and carried through Narkeeta, on 
the completion of the Rail-road, at a very great saving in 
transportation. 
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Of the erop-of cotton made in 1835, it has been ascer-- 
tained that over eleven thousand bales were shipped from: 
Gainsville, and of this number it is estimaied that near 
five thousand bales were brought from Mississippi. 

Of the crop of 1836, up to the 15th of December 3270 
bales have been received at Gainsville, against 1109 ata 
corresponding period of the last year; and it is estimated 
that of the whole crop of 1836, not less than 17000 bales 
will be shipped here ; of which Mississippi, it is estimated, 
will send nine thousand. 

Roth Gainsvile and Narkeeta are situated upon the 
most direct route from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the City of 
Jackson in Mississippi; and the construction of the Rail-road 
will remove the only obstacle to connecting these two 
capitals, by first rate common roads, coincident with the 
views of the State of Alabama, on this point, as indicated 
by the opening of a Staie Road from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
to the Siate line in thé direction of Jackson, under a special 
act of the Legislature of 1533; and at the same time the 
Rail-road will be a part of the route, by-which the great 
Eastern mail will reach Jackson by the way of Montgomery 
and Greensborough, Aiabama. " . 

In passing from Gainsville to Narkeeta, the ‘first fifteen 
miles and a quarter of tne Rail-road will be in the limits of 
Alabama, and the remaining seven miles in Mississippi. 
terminating at Narkeeta, which is situated on the west side 
of Sucarnatchee 1iver, at a point nine miles south of an east 
and west line drawn through Gainsville. 

The act of the Legislatare of Alabama, before referred 
to, under which the company was organized, also provides 
for tbe construction of a branch Rail-road - from some suit- 
able point on the line of Rail-road between Gainsville and 
Narkeeta, to the State line in the direction of the town of 
Macon, in the State of Mississippi; and also removes the 
disability, imposed upon the company by the original charter, 
to receive a grant of banking powers from the State of 
Mississippi. - 

The whole length of the contemplated branch Rail-road, 
will be about thirty-five miles, of which thirteen miles will 
be within the limits of the State of Alabama. The char- 
-eter of the country over which it will pass is in a high 
degree favorable toits construction, and the public benefits 
that will result from it will be very great. 

The companv will therefore apply to the Legislature of 
Mississippi, for a grant of equal powers and privileges, in 
relation to this branch Rail-road, to those granted. them by 
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that State for the construction of the Rail-road, from the 
State line to Narkeeta. At the same time the company 
will apply to the Legislature of Mississippi, for a grant of 
banking powers, to be exercised within the limits of that 
State; and will predicate this ‘application upon the un- 
questionable fact, that a very large portion of the people 
of the eastern part of that State, have a deep and abiding 
interest in the speedy and entire completion of this scheme 
of internal improvement—an interest which the president 
and directors are persuaded will be esteemed by the Legis- 
lature of Mississippi, of amply sufficient importance to de- 
serve the fostering care of the State; and upon the ex- 
` pediency of supplying by this means the want of banking 
facilities so severely felt by the people af this portion of 
the State, which were made known to the Legislature of 
Mississippi at its last session. _ 

The Gainsville and Narkeeta Rail-road Company, was 
gotten up originally, for no other purpose than that of con- 
structing the public improvement in which it is now en- 
gaged ;¢ the wants of the country seeming’ imperiously to 
demand such a work. And the fact, that individual re- 
sources should have done so much, in a period so short, 
under all the difficulties incident to such a work, in a country 
so new as this, and in times when labour and materials are 
so exorbitantly high, seem at least strongly to show, that 
there was a considerable necessity for this work. And if 
this be true, a mere glance at the map, will of itself be 
sufficient to show, that Mississippi must be infinitely more 
inteMsted in this improvement, than Alabama can pos- 
sibly be. 

If then, that State is so much interested, will not her 
Legislature extend to this company, the same privileges 
which have been heretofore so often granted by it to other 
companies, engaged in like improvements ; especially when 
it is borne in mind, that the “quid pro quo" is in pa:t, al- 
ready rendered by the company ? = 

With the aid of banking powers, this company will con- 
fidently expect to complete this entire scheme, in a period ¢ | 
of three or four years at most. And with the privilege of. 2 
extending this Rail-road, from Narkeeta to Jackson in 
Mississippi, and authority to make a corresponding increase 
of the capital stock of the company for this purpose, they 
will undertake to do thus much, within a suitable period 
for the completion of the contemplated continuous line of . 
Rail-road communication, between Charleston, South Caro- 
lina, and the Mississippi river; of which line, the Vicks- 
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burg Rail-road will be a component part. (Upon which: 
subject, a communication of Captain Bingham is append- 
ed, marked C.)

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ENGINEERS REPORT d. THE SURVEYS 
To the President and Directors of the Gainsville and JYarkecta 

" Rail-Road Comp'ny. 

GENTLEMEN : 

In pursuance of your appoiniment to 
examine and survey a route for a Rail-road from Gains-- 
ville to Narkeeta, I have made the examination and sur- 
vey, and baving completed the calculations and plans neces- 
sary to enable me to arrive at an estimate of the probable 
cost of your work, have now the honor to submit to¥you 
the following report, with the accompanying map and' 
profile of the country, as the result of my lebors Tn your 
service : 

In a former communication, made in the month of Janu- 
ary last, Í communicated to you such views, as a very, slight 
and cursory reconnoisance of the country enabled me te 
form, and I am happy to inform you, that upon a more mi- 
nute and critical examination of the country instrumentally 
made, they have been fully sustained by the very favorable 
character of the country which the entire route for your 
road presents. Indeed less difficulty in obtaining a route, 
both as it relates to the surface of the ground to be trav- 
ersed by the road, as well as t the character of the align- 
ment, has been found to exist, than was anticipated from 
the reconnoisance made in the winter. Commencing at 
Gainsville, the route may be located on a straight line, 
following a slue or ravine, that leads out to the ridge, that 
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lies between the Noxubee river and Factory creek, the , 
length of which, is about three-fourths of a mile. Gain;-; 
ing this ridge, which has an elevation of only 59.54-100' | 
feet above the main street in Guinsville, the line will be ^ 
straight for the distance of ten miles 4300 feet. The sur- 
face of the ground is gently waving, aud presents but one 
principal summit to be passed, which has an elevation of 
120.10-100 feet in the' distance of five and a half miles 
from the river. At the termination of the straight ling, 
near the head waters of Factory creek, the face of the 
eountry becomes considerably diversified by the sudden 
elevations of the ground, and is much broken for the dis- 
tance of one and a quarter miles. These hills, which ex- 
tend some distance to the right and left of the line, sur- 
rounded the head waters of Factory creek, Looksookooloo 
and Bodker's creek and will require frequent changes in 
the direction of the route as well as much heavy labour 
and expense, in graduation. Gaining the summit of these 
hills, which forms the dividing ridge between the waters of 
Looksookooloo and Bodker, and which presents an elevation 
of 163.55-100 feet, but one change in the direction of the: 
route becomes necessary till it approaches the Mississippi 
line. The surface of the ground is remarkably even and 
regular; and will require but little labor or expense to 
adapt it to the planes of the road. c 

From the Mississippi line to Narkeeta, the character of 
the line is very direct, though the surface of.the ground is: 
considerably undulating. Gaining the valley of one of . 
the tributary branches of Quilby, the route may be carried: — 
en a very even and gradually ascending surface to the saum-  : 
mit of the ridge between Sucarnachy and Quilby, by fol- 
lowing the meanders of this branch, which, although it 
might obviate to a considerable extent the heavy work on 
this portion of the route, would -not it is believed diminish 
its cost, in consequence of the increased distance required: 
to obtain a more even surface, than-the one over which the 
present line passes. From the ridge intervening between. 
the Sucarnachy River and Quilby, which has an elevation 
of 146.32-100 feet, the surface of the ground declines quite 
rapidly to the swamp of this River. The descent in half 
a mile js 45.67-100 feet to the swamp of Sucarnachv, 
which at this place is nearly three-fourths of a mile in 
width, and will require the grades of the road to be eleva- 
ted from three to six feet in height, in consequence of its. 
inundation in high water. 

Narkeeta is 22 miles and 540 feet from the River at ` 
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Gainsville| and has an elevation of 98. 16-100 feet above 
that place. * The general character of the route is remark- 


ably direct, and the profile is highly favorable, with the - 


exception of about a mile and a quarter about the head 
waters of Factory and Looksookooloo Creeks. The curvi- 
tures in the line will be few and of a large radius; and the 


grades of an inclination adapted to the favorable use of - 


locomotive power. Having givena description of the cha- 
racter of the route and of the country over which it passes, 
T proceed to detail the plan of construction, and subjoin 
the estimated cost. The plan of construction proposed to 
be used, consists of a graduated earth foundation prepared 
by excavation and embankment, on which is laid a wooden 
rail-way, covered with iron plate rails. The road bed to 
be graded 12 feet wide, and in excavations, provided with 
ditches for draining off the water, and also provided with 
culverts, where they shall become necessary for the passage 
of the water under the road. Inthe absence of rock, of 
which there is none on the route, the material that must be 
used for the construction of culvertsis wood, and the plan 
of their construction ,has been so contrived that they may 
be readily repaired upon decay. "The rail-way will consist 
of post oak sleepers and long leaf pine or cypress rails, 

covered with an iron plate rail two inches wide and three- 
- fourths of an inch thick. "Thereis but one principal bridge 
on.the route; this is across Sucarnachy at Narkeeta, a plan 

f which is submitted. 

"The estimated cost of the Road is as follows: 


279,378 cubic yards of Excavation and Em- . 
bankment, including cost of culverts, — - $57,875:60 
22 miles of rail-way, at $3,003 04 cents per 


mile, - - 66,066 88 
Bridge over Sucarnachy,  - - - 2,000 00 
Cost of 2 depots, turnouts and double track, 5,175 87 
59 wagons. 2 locomotives and tenders, ` - 20,000 09 
Add 10 per cent. for contingent charges, En-

Total cost of Road and appendages, $166.230 18 


The foregoing estimate, contemplates a class of road of 
the most permanent and substantial character, constructed 
of similar materials, and is conceived'to be sufficiently am- 
ple to cover the entire cost of the work, with the excep- 
tion of a branch, that would become necessary, extending 
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from some point of the main line in the town of Gains- 
ville, to the steam mill. This branch will be about 4,000 
feet in length, and will cost about five thousand dollars. 
Of the proBable amount of revenue that will be derived 
from the transportation on the road, I have only io repeat 
the opinion expressed to you, in my report on the reconnoi- 
sance of the route, made in January last. This opinion, 
though it was predicated upon a very slight knowledge of 
the country, with such information as was then in my power 
to obtain, has since been corroborated by an actual exami- 
nation of the counties which this road will accommodate; 
and the examination has afforded the most gratifying proof 
: of the correctness of the opinion then expressed, as well in 
relation to the capacity of the country.to sustain the road, 
by the dmount of agricultaral productions to be carried 
over it, as by the great probability of its becoming a link 
in that chain of Rail Road communication, which at no 
distant day, will connect the Mississippi with our Eastern 
Cities, and thereby constitute ita portion of that great 
thorough-fare, . I therefore reiterate the opinion, that with- 
iu three years from the completion of your Road, it will 
yield an annual nett revenue of thirty-five thousand dollars, 
or about 21 per cent. per annum on the capital invested. 
In conclusion I would remark, that so generally have the 
caleulations of ihe Excavations and Embankmenis been 
made, and the most unfavorable suppositions made for un- 
foreseen contingencies, where any uncertainty existed of 
the character of the earth below the surface, that Í am 
confident the estimate is fully ample to the accomplishment 
of the work. :

AN ACT 
To amend an Act, approved 9th January, 1836, entitled an 

Act to incorporate the Gainsville and Narkeeta Rail Road 

Company, 

Secr. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Répra- 
senfatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly con- 
vened, ‘Phat so much of the third section of the aboye re- 

è 
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cited act, as requires the stockholders in said company te 
‘meet on the first Monday in May, 1836, and which requires 
the annual election of directors for said company to be held 
on the first Monday in May, be, and the same is hereby re- 
pealed. And that it shall be the duty of the commissioners 
named in the second section of the above recited act, or 
any four or more of them as soon as may be, after the pas- 
sage of this act, to cause a general meeting of the stock- 
holders in said company for the purpose of organizing said 
rai] road company, aceording to the meaning and intent of | 
the third section of said act as now amended. 

Sxcr. 2. And be it further enacted, That the jury of se- 
ven disinterested freeholders, directed by the 8th section 
of the above recited act, shall be summoned if practicable, 
from among those who may reside within the vicinity of the 
road; provided, however, that the lawful holders of certifi- 
cates of location, or of final payment, issued by any agent 
of the United States, shall-be considered freeholders for 
‘this purpose. 

Secr. 3. And be it further enacted, That the second pro- 
viso contained in the fourteenth section of the above reci- 
ted act, shall not be so construed as to disable said rail 
road company from receiving a grant of banking powers 
from the State of Mississippi, to be exercised exclusively 
within the limits of that State; provided, that no branch of 
any Bank that may be established by the State of Missis- 
sippi in connection with, or for the purpose of facilitating 
and completing the construction of said rail road, or of 
conducting or aiding in carrying on the business thereof, 
nor any agency of such Bank shall be established directly 
or inditectly, within the limits of this State. 

Sect. 4. And be it further enacled, That said rail road 
company be, and they are hereby authorized, to construct 
a branch rail road from some suitable point on the line of 
rail road between Gainsville and Narkeeta, to the Mis- 
sissippi State line in the direction of the town of Macon, 
in the State of Mississippi, with powers and privileges for 
this purpose, equal to those conferred upon said company, 
for the construction of the rail road from Gainsville to 
said State line in the direction of Narkeeta. 

Secr. 5. Jnd be ii further enacted, That for the purpose 
of constructing said branch rail road, the said company be, 
and they are hereby authorized, to increase their capital, 
in the same mode by which it was formed under the above 
recited act, to any sum not exceeding seven hundred thou- 
‘sand dollars, instead of three hundred thousand déllars, as - 
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allowed by the above recited act; provided howéver, that . 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prohibit the 
General Assembly, at this or any other subsequent session, 
from granting a charter for a rail road, to run from Fair- 
field in Pickens county, to the Mississippi line, in the. di- 
rection of Macon, in Mississippi, and that they shall com- 
mence said‘branch rail road within two, and complete it 
within eight years, from the passage of this act, or forfeit 
the powers and privileges granted to them respecting the 
game. : z

Sm—In reply to your inquiry in reference to the 
practicability of extending the Gainesville and Narkeeta 
railroad to Jackson, in the State of Mississippi, then to - 
unite with the Jackson and Vicksburg rail-road, 1 would 
remark that during the past season Idevoted some weeks 
to a reconnoisance of the.country intervening between the 
Tombechee and Madison county, in that. State, with a 
view principally to inform myself of the practicability of 
extending the road under cur views, and my observations 
resulted in forming the most favorable opinion of the cha- _ 
racter of the country. Without going into a as de- 
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scription of the character of the country, it may however 
be observed, that after passing the Sucarnachee river, the 
face of the country presents a very regular and aa sur- 
face, through the vallies of the Paticfar and Little Yazoo 
creeks, tributaries of this tiver, to the main summit or 
ridge, lying between the Tombecbee and Peari, and sur- : 
rounding the head waters of the Chickasawhay and Leaf. 
rivers. This ridge is of moderate elevation, and presents 
quite a regular and smooth surface, -extending in a west-- 
wardly direction, from which the access would be easy 
through the valley of the Tuskelemeta to Pearl river, the 
only considerable stream to be crossed between Gainesville 
and Jackson. From the character of the country as indi- 
cated by the water ceurses, I am led to conclude that a 
route lying south of the Tuskelemeta, passing from the south 
eastern corner of Leake county, directly through the coun- . 
ties of Scottand Rankin, to Jackson, would be found equal- 
ly as eligible. The route for the entire distance would be 
remarkably direct, and the inclinations exceedingly mode- 
rate indeed. "There is perhaps no section of country in 
the Union of the same extent, presenting so many facili- 
ties, and so few difficulties for tbe construction of a line of 
railroad: nor none which promises a more ample return 
on the capital invested. The rapidity with which the se- 
veral lines of rail-road communicatien are progressing to- 
wards us from the north eastern section of the Union. gives 
every assurance of their ultimate extension to the Missis- 
sippi river. Indeed the only remasinirg links yet to be 
supplied, to complete a continuous line of rail road com- 
munication, now either completed and in operation, or ina 
forward siate of progress, from the city of Charleston to 
Vicksburg on the Mississippi, are those intervening be- 
tween the town of Montgomery in this State, and Gains- 
ville, Narkeeta and Jackson in Mississippi, a distance of 
only about two hundred and forty miles. Looking forward 
to the consummation of this event, at a period by no means 
remote, the improvement under our view presents itself as 
one among the most important in the country, constituting, 
as it would, a link in the great thoroughfare connecting 
ihe Atlantic and Mississippi.

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{hke deposites of the public money,” is herewith transmited 
for your early consideration. 

Whether the State can at once avail itself of the provi- 
sions of the 13th section of said act, by your immediate ac- . 
tion, without violating the intent and spirit of the 9th section 
of the 7th article of the constitution; or whether the inhi- 
bition it imposes dees not suspend tbe acceptance of the 
amount to be deposited, for the sanction of the Legislature 
of January next, is a question that first presents itself for 
your decision. 

The priaciples involved in this distribution, under the act 
of Congress, are to be deprecafed, as well on account of 
their mischievous tendency, as for their unequal óperation 
towards the new States. We should encourage and lend 
our aid to such measures as are calculated to suppress:a re- 
dundant revenue—to supercede the necessity of such a dis- 
tribution among the States, by preventing the accumula- 
tion ef a fund in the national treasury, beyond the actual 
: wants of the country. If, however, such a surplus is found 
to exist, there can be but one opinion as to the policy of its 
equitable disposition i. some way; nor do I suppose, in thi 
instance, there can be less unanimity as to the State ac- 
cepting the trust, and becoming the repository of the fund 
proposed to be deposited for safe keeping, and its reinburse- 
ment when called for. i 

The reception of the amount allotted to'this State, will im- 
pose the important consideration as toits judicious investment. 

On a former occasion, when urging the propriety of cer- 
tain schemes of internal improvememt, I directed the at- 


tention of the Legislature to the claims of this State uppix, 
the general government, as a source whence a considerable. 


amouat would probably be derived, and its proper appliéa- 


tion as an auxiliary aid in the completion of certain public 


works; and I beg leave now respectfully to suggest for your 
consideration, whether this fund may not be safely and pro- 
fitably disposed of by loan or otherwise, to aid and encour- 
, age the vigorous and speedy prosecution of certain measures 
of internal imprevement, whether its application to a gene- 
ral school system promises greater advantages, or whether 
it shall constitute a loan office. If the fund was more am- 
ple, and its disposition to be influenced by stock-jobbing 
considerations, the immediate profits to be derived to the 
State, from the latter source, would hold out strong induce- 
ments; ‘but there are other enlarged and more liberal views 
that may claim your attention, and bear forcibly on your 
deliberations. l i 
- 4* S 
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The several rail roads already commenced, and now in 
progress under the most favorable auspices, together with 
other schemes in contemplation, have enlisted a spirit of 
enterprise that cannot fail to produce great and lasting ben- 
efitsif properly encouraged. The direct advantages that 
must result to our commerce, from the successful experiment 
witnessed in the safe arrival of vessels, with full cargoes, 
at Natchez, Grand Gulf, and Vicksburg, will give an im- 


- petus and direction to the internal trade of the country, well 


calculated to promote our best interests, by retaining and 
circulating among our own citizens, a large amount to be 
derived from, and incident to the shipment of our cotton, as 
well as our imports, that now constitute, by monopolizing 
our commercial operations. a great portion of the circula- 
ting currency of a sister State. All the avenues of inter- 
communication that promise increased facilities, to a safe 
and easy transport of the products of the country te 
the various market places, should be opened aud encourag- 
ed; but more especially those leading to the poris and 
markets within ourown limits, to which this internal policy 
must naturally give rise. If it should appear that the pros- 
écution of the work is likcly to be retarded, from the want 
‘of resources beyond ibe reach of the individual underta- 
kers, your patronage should be liberally bestowed in aid of 
a project that opens with so cheering a dawn, and so full of 
promise in iisconsummation, to the prosperity of the State. 

When I had first the honor to recommend and urge the 
policy of rearing up home markets, the project met with 
an opposition as strange as suicidal. The spirit and tem- 
per with which the idea of towing ships up to Natchez 
"was ridiculed as a wild and visionary scheme, was calcula- 
ted to damp the enterprise necessary to a bold experiment; 


: and savored more of an interested and foreign policy, than 


a disposition to advance and protect the immediate interest 
of the State. But whatever diversity of opinion may have 
heretofore existed, all 1 presume. will now agree both as to 
the policy and practicability. The decided advaníages to . 
flow out of direct shipments to and from foreign ports, are 
sọ obvious, that it cannot be necessary to enlarge upon the 
subject. The introduction of a large capital within our 
borders for parchases—its diffused circulation—the addi- 
tional facilities afforded, and the increased activity given 
to enterprise, are some of the benefits fairly to be antici- 
ated. Í . t 
P The act of Congress passed the Ist of March, 1817, pro- 
vides on the part of the General Government, that five per 
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cent of the nett proceeds arising from the sales of lands 
lying within the then Territory of Mississippi, after the Ist 
day of December, 1817, should be reserved for making 
public roads and canals; three fifths of which to be applied 
to those within the State, under the direction of the Legis- 
lature: and the remaining two fifths to the making of a 
road or roads leading to the State, under the direction of 
Congress. 

The two fifths of this fund placed under the direction of 
Congress, was evidently intended, and had mainly for its 
object, the benefit of the State; but it has not been appli- 
ed, and consequently lies inoperative and useless in the 
Treasury of the United States, as to the purposes contem- 

lated. 
From this fact I am induced to believe, that by a proper 
application on the part.of the State, Congress will nothesi- 
tate to relinquish the disposition of the amount arising from 
this two per cent, so that the whole of the five per cent 
fund may be applied'under the direction of the Legisla- 
ture to such ‘objects of internal improvement as may be 
deemed proper. Should the control of this sum be yielded — 
to the State, of which I see no reason to doubt, it will in ' 
addition to the amount to accrue to the State, asan equi- 
valent for the nett proceeds of the lands sold, and hereaf- - 
ter to be sold, ceded by the Chickasaws, to which the State 
was entitled: and our probable proportion of.the surplus 
revenue, create a fund, which if properly applied, may ren- 
der a timely and efficient aid in furthering such measures > 
wee improvement as you may select. 

Such a request, independent of existing circumstances, . 
would be thought aliogether reasonable: but when we con- 
nect with it, and take into consideration the very inade- 
quate indemnity tendered by the late act of Congress, for 
ihe right of the State to tlie sixteenth sections of land 
within the cession made by the Chickasaws, under the 
terms of the compact; it may be viewed as not only rea- _ 
sonable, but rather in the character of a claim, fairly to be 
urged as an additional compensation. — 

it will be recollected that the act alluded to and passed 

... since your adjournment, directs that “there shall be reserv- 
ed from sale, in the State of Mississippi, a quanfity of land, 
equal to one thirty-sixthr part of the, lands'ceded by said 
Chickasaws as aforesaid, Within d State of Mississipi; 

i 


which land shall be selected under bagi tection of the $e- . 
cretary.of the Treasury, in sections, @ half sections; or ' 
quarter sections, out of any public lands remaining unsold, 
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‘that shall have been offered at public sale within either of 
the land districtsin said State of Mississippi, contiguous to 
said lands within said State, so ceded by the Chickasaws as 
aforesaid.” As the choice parcels of these Choctaw lands 
subject to entry, have been closely culled, the refuse I ima- 
gine must be of little value, falling very far below a full 
and fair equivalent due to the just claims of the State. 

Encouraged by the liberal policy manifested by your acts 
previous tá adjournment, chartering some fifteen millions 
of banking Capital, our citizens fondly anticipated a large 
increase, instead of a curtailment in their discounts: and 
to this circumstance, in some degree, may be attributed 
their over trading and present embarrassment, It has been 
objected to the Banks that they have unnecessarily curtail- 
ed their discounts, but such an idea is strained and unnatu- 
ral. The danger lies in the other extreme. As the profits 
are made upon the amount in circulation, it would be idle 
to ascribe its suppression to their voluntary action. It 
must therefore be sought forin something of a different 
character, and the financier will have little difficulty in tra- 
cing it to the compulsory process of the Treasury Circular. 

The unexpected call for specie payments in the land offi- 
ces, has produced a shock in the money market, very sensi- 
bly felt; and if the system is persisted in, must become ex- 
cessively oppressive to our citizens. 

That an accession to the metallic circulating currency, 
would give greater solidity to that of paper, may be ad- 
mitted, but it is equally certain that such a measure should 
be very gradual in its opérations, and taken with great 
precaution, in order to avoid the ill effects resulting from a 
- general derangement. ! 

No well founded reason it is believed existed, either of 
policy, of justice, or of equity, requiring this act of Exe- 
cutive interposition: nor could the time have been worse 
: chosen for this community. The trade of the country for 
years has been adjusting itself, as well as the value of pro- 
perty, to the mixed currency in circulation, based perhaps 
upon an undue proportion of paper. But the effects of 
this addition to the curreucy by the issue of paper money, 
has been to lessen the value of the circulating medium, 
compared with that of property for which it is exchanged, 
and to widen the facifities of borrowing—tending directly 
to enlarge the general prosperity of the State by a rapid 
increase of populatign and wealth. The immediate ad- 
vantage to the laborer is experienced in his increased wa- 
ges—to the settler in the aid afforded him in the purchase 
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ef a home for himself and family; and to the community 

generally, by the impulse given to business. The Banks 

"were supposed to be perfecily solvent; no loss had been 

sustained or apprehended: and it was fairly to be inferred 

that they had in their coffers a value fully equivalent to 

the amount of their notes in circulation, either in specie or 

securities bearing interest; and this confidence in their abi- 

lity will be sustained, and a large addition made to thé cir- 

culating medium, so long as their issues possess the credit 

to circulate as specie; by reducing the amount of coin that 

must otherwise necessarily remain locked and inoperative 

in their vaults, yielding neither interest to the stockholders, 

nor benefit fo the community. A season of prosperity be- 

gets mutual confidence—the Banks grant accommodations 

freely, and long loans are made, by which the planter is re- 
lieved and benefitted. But any measure suddenly inter- 

rupting such a state of things by checking the circulation 

of their issues, occasions an immediate reflux of their notes; 
and the Banks are constrained, in providing for their re- 
demption, to curtail their discounts, by which a large 

amountis withdrawn from circulation,.and to confine their 

operations to bills of exchange on New Orleans or else- 

where, at short notice, to be converted into specie. "This 
produces a pressure that becomes onerous, and one that 

falls with peculiar force at this time on a large portion of 
this community—all! those who have incurred debts, and 

have money to borrow or pay. The odious feature that 

discriminates between the actual settler and the non-resi- 
dent, encroaches on the broad principle of equal rights 
and privileges, so clearly recognized and guaranteed—the 

poor emigrant in search of a home among us, should re- 

ceive all the facilities extended to the citizen. Under the 

impression that the objects contemplated by the President 

are not likely to be attained by this Treasury Circular, I 

suggest the propriety ii such.an expression as you may 

think proper, with a view to its recision. 

Under the existing state of things, your attention will 
be called to some remedial measure. The establishment of 
a Union Bank to supply the actual or supposed deficit of 
banking capital, and for the relief of the general embar- 
rassment under tne pressure of the times, I am aware is 
greatly relied upon. But as it would be difficult to impose 
a restraint either upon the Banks or individuals, as to the 
application of.the loans they may grant or receive, to the 
exclüsion of further speculation; I am apprehensive that 
the general and extended relief expected by many will not 
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be realized. Tae prudent may avail themselves of the in« 
creased facilities in borrowing, to aid them in the discharge 
‘of their debts, while it may only invite others to enter into 
more extensive schemes of speculation. But the situation 
of a large portion: of your constituents, seems to require 
some relief; and the resources of the State, so far as you 
may deem prudent.and safe, Should be put in requisition to 
sustain them. + 

In the organization of such an institution, involving so 
deeply ihe interest and credit of the State, your attention 
will very properly be directed to a close scrutiny of the pro- 
visions of its charter; and ia throwing around it the most 
guarded restrictions for the greater safety of the State. 

A mortgage on real estate for the payment of stock sub- 
scribed for by individuals, affords the best security: and for 
the payment and redemption of the interest and loan, no- 
thing perhaps can be so safely relied upon asa well regula- 
ted sinking fund. I would therefore recommend that the 
bonds of the State to be sold, should bear an interest of at 
least six per cents; and that the premium arising from the 
sales should be applied exclusively to that purpose, with 
such addition as may be deemed necessary. It is believed 
that bank stock will bear a tax as well, if not better, than 
most other property upon which it is levied: and l'am at a 
loss to conceive of any good reason why it should be ex- 
empt as contemplated by the proposed charter. Grants of 
exclusive privileges to individuals or corporate companies, 
separate from the great community, infringe upon equal 
rights. The principle is foreign, and was one among the 
strong objections urged against the location of a Branch of 
the United States Dank within our limits: and it would be 
strangely inconsistent now, to incorporate into our State 
institutions this offensive provision, The State being 
bound for the whole amount, may well I think become a 
stockholder for a third,.or at least a fourth of the capital, 
with a full share if not the preponderance in the Directory. 
The prospect of effecting a sale of the bonds to advantage 
in the Northern market is rather discouraging, and it may 
be well that an agent be appointed by your body, to nego- 
tiate a sale in Europe. "The prohibitory clause in the 
constitution, will necessarily suspend your action forthe ap- 
proval of the Legislature in January next; but your agent 
in the mean time may open a correspondence, and arrange 
the preliminaries, so that a sale may be effected and the 


capital procured with but little delay, after the charter shall 
have been confirmed. 
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In fixing the amount of capital that may be necessary 
for the present, to supply the reasonable wants of the coun-. . 
try, reference should be had to the amount yet to be 
realized and thrown into circulation under existing char- 
ters. But few, if any, of the institutions chartered pre- 
vióus to yoür adjournment, have gone into full operation, 
and some of them only to a very limited extent; and it 
may, therefore, be reasonably supposed, that they will be 
enabled to extend considerably their accommodations.. 

Late events have placed the necessity of a, well organized 
and effective Militia, in a clear and strong point of view. 

For the security it affords to the government in. all 
emergencies that may arise, no substitute has been dis- 
covered that can safely be adopted; and I feel assured, that 
I need not insist upon the necessity of an efficient reform 
in the existing system—a reform that I trust will restore it 
toits wonted energies—to that favor, respect, and spirit of 
emulous chivalry which it seems to have lost in the public 
estimation. 

The threatening aspect of affairs, since your adjourn- 
ment, ori our borders fronting the Mexican dominions, ih- 
duced Major General Gaines to make two several calls'up- 
on this State for. volunteers. On the receipt of the first, 
orders were immediately issued to the commandants of di- 
visions, requiring them to use their best exertions to effect 
a speedy, and as far as it could be done, a complete organ- 
ization of the militia within their respective commands. 
This order was given with ulterior views, resting upon and 
preparatory to a. possible, if not probable state of things to 
ensue in the event of a protracted border warfare, that 
might subject the State to a further and additional demand 

-for troops. à; ete 

The undertaking was attended with great difficulty, and 
much is due to the spirited exertions of the few officers then 
in command. E 20 

Ín addition to this general order, I addressed and for- 
warded a letter by a special messenger, (whose services I 
procured for that purpose,) to the presidents of' the boards 
of police of their respective counties, in which elec- 
tions had not been held under the present Constitution; 
requesting them to order elections for colonels, lieutenant 
colonels and majors: and the returns from those counties, 
with a single exception, have been received and commis- 
sions issued some time since. The work is now in progress 
and may be completed with but little further troubleor delay. 

I deem it essential to a proper organization and discipline | 
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of the militia, that the undivided attention of the Adjutant 
General should be given to the service: and that a salary 
should be attached to the office sufficient to insure the able 
and faithful discharge of the necessary duties. 

This officer, as well as the Quarter-Master General, should 
reside at the seat of Government, and take the rank of 
Brigadier General. 

To remedy the great delay and inconvenience experi- 
enced, to the detriment of the public service, the sheriffs 
should be made returning officers for their respective coun- 
ties, as well in the military as the civil department; and 
that it be made their duty to lodge in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, returns of all elections ordered for district 
and State officers, and for members of Congress: together 
with all regimental, brigade, and division officers in the 
militia, within a reasonable and limited time, under a pen- 
alty to be prescribed, sufficiently large to ensure iis per- 
formance: and that they be allowed a suitable compensa- 
tion for the services thus required. "The returns for officers 
elected in the militia, made to the office of Secretary of 
State, as required by the Constitution, should be open to the 
inspection of the Adjutant General, that he may be enabled 
to fill commissions and to keep a perfect register of their 
dates, and all resignations: or the sheriffs may be required 
to make their returns of elections for the officers in the mi- 
litia, to the Adjutant General, to be lodged by him in the 
office of the Secretary of State. 

Circumstances connected with the late call for mounted 
gun-men, induce me to present the subject for your consid- 
eration; and such legislative interposition as you may deem 
proper. i 

The requisition was received at an unfavorable moment. 
The difficulties to be encountered from a limited and very 
partial organization of the militia, in addition to the incon- 
venience and sacrifices incident to the season, presented 
serious obstacles. But the standing and credit of the State, 
as I conceived, demanded at least an effort. An appeal was, 
accordingly made to the pride and chivalry of Mississippi- 
ans, and it affords me much gratification to add, that it was 
responded to in a manner that, fully sustains the high esti- 
maie placed upon their determined spirit and patriotism, 
in defence of their country, when called upon, under any 
and all circumstances. - 

Lieutenant Cross, under instructions from the Secretary 
of War, called on me with a view of arranging the accounts 
for expenses incurred, in compliance with the requisition. 
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At that time the accounts of expenditures for the companies 
of Captains Grant and Gholson, and tlie vouchers sustaining 
them, had not been received by the Quarter-Master at this 
place; and, consequently, were not examined by Lieutenant :

In consequence of the absence of Captain Grant from the 
State, I could not procure the accounts and vouchers in time 
to forward them, as agreed upon, to: Lieütenant Cross, at 
New Orleans, to be by him submitted to the War Depart- 
ment; and, as the res M H incurred by individuals 
for advances made, ma beche rather oppressive before 
thé Money can be obtdined from the General Government, I 
submit the proprigty of an appropriation on the part of this 
State for their reimbursment: and that the claim -upon the 
General Government, accompanied with the proper docu- 
ments, be forwarded to our delegation in Congress to be 
- presented for payment.

I accordingly received a'letter from Major Craig, inform-

I have also received a communication from Colonel Bom- 
ford, dated Ordnance Office, August 29th, 1836, in which he 
says, * with a view of enabling this department to anticipate 
the demands that may be made on it for arms and accoutre- 
ments due up to the Ist of December, 1836, under the law 
of Congress, approved April the 23d, 1808, you are request- 
ed to indicate to this office, withlas dp delay as practicable, 
what particular kind of small arms, accontrements, or field : 
artillery will probably be required, in order that proper 
measures may be taken for the procurement of the same.” 

In reply, I have required that the quota due the State, 
may be paid in muskets witb their proper accoutrements. 

The balance due the State up to the Bist of December, 
1835, as per account, is one hundred and thirty-four muskets, 
and twelve-thirteenths. The probable receipt of the arms 
eontracted for, together with the accession of those due and 
to fall due under the proper quota of the State, indicates the 
propriety of authorizing the Quarter-Master at this depot, to ` 
provide a suitable room for their security and preservation, 
until an arsenal shall be provided.

The experiment, 1 am persuaded, has not been fully and 
fairly made. In consequence of the failure of the Legis- 
lature' to act upon this provision, there exists no penalty to 
be enforced; and the restrictive and oppressive operations 
of such an act as was evidently contemplated by the fra- 
mers of the constitution, have ngt been brought to bear 
directly upon o8f citizens. But the ill consequences now 
experienced, awa here alluded to, I have little doubt will” 
induce a decided vote for iamendment. If, however, 
such a vote should not be giveh, on this or any other propo- 
sition submitted for amendmgnt, it must be taken as 
satisfactory evidence that thdffeople are satisfied, and do 
not desire the change. Me ! 
The provision prescribing the mode of amending the con- 
stitution, was considered as a redeeming qualification for 
many of its defects; and possesses this decided advantage 
over the old constitution: that attempts to modify may be 
freely indalged in, and if they fail, no injury results. I 
will scarcely be doubted, I think, that we should have been 
spared at least some of the evils of which we now complain, 
` if a similar provision had existed in the old constitution. — 
I cannot too strangly recommend to your favorable con- 
sideration, the subject of education; nor can it receive from 
your action a support too strenuous. The means and re- 
sources of this State placed within your reach, and set 
apart for the promotion of this important object, are abun- 
dant and ample; and requires only a judicious application, 
to effect the purposes contemplated. !

With this admission, and the strong incentives to action, 
I am satisfied the subject will receive from you the attention 
and care it meriís. : f 

The bonds or notes given for the seminary lands, and

would probably be sufficient"to construct the buildings, and 
after their completion, the.inggrest may enable the State to 
defray all the expenses of dÈ an institution. 

The time seems to have arfived when you may properly 
act upon this subject; and J would suggest that five or more 
commissioners be appointed by your body, whose duty it 
shall be to select a proper site: or the location may be made 
by the Legislature at the present session, leaving the com- 
missioners to act and exercise a general supervisory control 
over the whole subject, undersuch directionsas you may give. 

I have received a communication from His Excellency, - 
the Governor of Tennessee, relative to the boundary line 
between our respective States, which is herewith respect- 
fully submitted, witha view of eliciting your action for the 
amicable and satisfactory adjustment of that question. 

Doubts having arisen as to the proper boundary, a corres- 
pondence was opened some four or five years since between 
the Executives of the two States, which will be found in

- inpleasant may have been the task, your attention was 
:ballenged to considerations of far greater moment, than 
such as regards merely personal and local feelings and in- 
terest—the support of the law and the constitution ,—con- 
siderations that merged the immediate perplexing circum- 
stances, in the confusion and disastrous consequences that 
might possibly result from your legislation, should it be 
subsequently questioned before a co-ordinate department 
of the government. 

That the difference of opinion you may have entertained 
was founded in honest convictions, will not be questioned; 
and this fact, of itself, should soften and prevent any asperi- 
ty of feeling, to which the discussion and decision may have 
given rise, from interrupting that harmony and free inter- 
change of sentiment, so essential to the proper discharge of 
your duties. : 

Our popular institutions and municipal regulations, look 
to the-constituent body for their support; and hence the 
propriety of full and equal representation in the Legisla- 
ture, with a view to a fair discussion and decision of all 
measures in which they are immediately interested, But 
inequalities in representation, to a greater or less extent, 
must unavoidably exist, from the rapid increase of popula- 
tion in some counties, between the periods fixing the ap- 
portionment, and the no in others. The genie of 
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ra glavses in the constitution, directing the | 
IX the number of members constituting the : 
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the government under which we live, instead of seeking 
to impose habits of rigid discipline and subordination, 
breathes a spirit of relaxation. Imbued with feelings of 
the most perfect contempt, for the arbitrary inequalities 


that prevail in monarchical governments, and elated with — _. 


the flattering eulogies congtantly bestowed upon liberty and 
independence, it is not surprising, that our citizens should 
be jealous of their privileges of representation, and that 
the slightest appearance of witbholding from any portion of 
the community, even for a brief period, the enjoyment of 
that privilege, should be impatiently endured. I am far 
from .opposing the right of representation wherever it ex- 
ists; aud lam persuaded every member of “your body, will 
advocate and cheerfully accord this right at all times, and 
to the utmost limit, unless restrained by their paramount — 
obligations to support the restrictions imposed by the con- 
stitution. 

If was in view of all these difficulties, as well as from the 
still higher obligations of a conviction that no vacancy had 
happened which authorized me to issue writs of election, 
for Representatives from the counties formed at your pre- 
sent session, that I was alone induced to withhold the exer- 
cise of that power. I can have no possible inducement to 
array myself against the rights or interests of that particu- 
lar section of country: on the contrary, every thing that 
may be supposed to influence me, is of a different ten- 
dency. 

As the shortest practicable mede of bringing in a full 
representation in both branches of the Legislature at the 
regular session in January next, 1 recommend the passage 
of a bill directing an enumeration to be made without de- 
lay: and that after disposing of the business that will claim 
your immediate attention, you adjourn to meet again at 
‘some suitable time, to receive the returns and pass an Ap- 
portionment Bill regulating the representation of all the 
counties in the State, in tithe for the elections to take place 
in November next. The adjournment is recommended 
with a view of giving time to take the census, under the 
impression that it could not probably be effected early 
enough for your action without producing a very protracted 
sitting. ; 

With an anxious solicitude for the welfare and háp- 
piness of our constituents, and the advancement and pros- 
perity of the State, I tender you my hearty co-operation 
in all measures calculated to produce those desirable

would entirely forbear from any suggestions in relation to: 
them, except the expression of an earnest-desire, arising 
from public considerations of convenience to the fiscal ope- 
ration of the Treasury, that whenever the final action of 
your State shall be had on the subject, the result may be, 
communicated to this Department at as early a day as may; 
be found practicable. < ——— > |

AN ACT i 


TO REGULATE THE DEPOSITES OF THE PUBLIC MONEY. 

Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the~ 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to select as soon 
as may be practicable, and employ as the depositories of the 
money of the United States, such of the banks incorpo- 
rated by the several States, by Congress for the District of 
Columbia, or by the Legislative Councils of the respective 
Territories for-those Territories, as may be located at, ad- 
jacent or convenient to the points or places at which the 
revenues may be collected or disbursed, and in those 
States, Territories or Districts in which there are no banks, . 


- 
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or in which no bank can be employed as a deposite bank, 
and within which the public collections or disbursements 
require a depository, the said Secretary may make arrange- 
ments with a bank or banks, in some other State, Territory 
or Districts, to establish an agency or agencies, in the 
States, Territories or Districts so destitute of banks, as 
banks of deposite: and to receive through such agencies 
such deposites of the public money as may be directed to 
be made at the points designated, and to make such dis- 
bursements as the public service may require at those 
points; the duties and liabilities of every bank thus estab- 
lishing any such agency, to be the same in respect to iis 
agency as are the duties and liabilities of Bipposite banks 
generally, under the provisions of this act: *P¥evided, That 
at least one such bank shall be selected in each State and 
Territory, if any can be found in each State and Territory 
willing to be employed as depositories of the public money, 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter prescribed, and 
continue to conform thereto; and that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall not suffer to remain in any deposile bank an 
amount of the-public moneys fnore than equal to three- 
fourths of the amount of its capital stock actually. paid 
in, for a longer time than may be necessary to enable him 
io make the transfers required by the twelfth section of 
this act; and that the banks so selected, shall be, in his 
opinion, safe depositories of the public money, and shall be 
willing to undertake to do and perform the several duties 
and services, and to conform to the several conditions pre- 
scribed by this act. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That if, at any point 
or place at which the public revenue may be collected, 
there shall be no bank located, which, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury is in a- safe condition, or 


. where all the banks at such point or place shall fail or re- 


fase to be employed as depositories of the public money of 
the United States, or to comply with the conditions pre- 
scribed by tbis act, or where such banks shall not have suf-. 


ficient capital to become depositories of the whole ámount 


of moneys collected at such point or place, he shall and 
may order and direct tlie public money collected at such 
point or place to be deposited in a bank or banks in the 
same State, or in some one or more of the adjacent States, 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter prescribed: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this act contained shall be so-con- 
strued äs to prevent Congress at any time from passing any 
law for the removal of the public money from any of the 
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said banks, or from changing the terms af deposites, or to 
prevent the said banks at any time from declining any Jon- 
ger to be the depositories of the public money wpon pay- 
ing over, or tendering to pay, the whole amount of public 
moneys on hand, according to the terms of its agreement 
with the said Secretary. 


Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That no bank shall: 


hereafter be selected and employed by the Secretary o 
the ‘Treasury as a depository of the public money, until 
such bank shall have first furnished to the said Secretary a 
statement of its condition and business, a list of its directors, 
the current price of its stock; and also a copy of its charter; 
and likewise,such other information as may be necessary to 
enable him to-judge of the safety of its condition. 

SEC. 4. And be it further enacted, That the said banks, 
before they shall be employed as the depositories of the 
public money, shall agree to receive the same upon the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions, v 

First. Each bank shall furnish to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, from time to time, as often as he may require, 
not exceeding once a week, statements setting forth its 
condition and business, as prescribed in the foregoing sec- 
tion of this act, except that such statements need not, un- 
less requested by said Secretary, contain a list of the direc- 
tors, or a copy of the charter. And the said banks shall 
furnish to the Secretary of the Treasury, and to the Trea- 
surer of the United States, a weekly statement of the con- 
dition of his account upon their books. And the Secretary 
of the "Treasury shall have the right, by himself, or an 
agent appointed for that purpose, to inspect such general 
accounts in the books of the bank as shall relate to the 
said statements: Provided, That this shall not be construed 
- to imply a right of inspecting the account of any private 
individual or individuals with the bank. 

Secondly. To credit as specie all. sums deposited therein 
to the credit of the-Treasurer of the United States, and to 
pay all checks, warrants, or.drafts, drawn on such deposites, 
in specie if required by the holder thereof’: | 

Thirdly. To give, whenever required by.the, Secretary 
of the Treasury, the necessary facilities for transferring the 
public funds from place to place, within the United States, 
and the Territories thereof, and for distributing the same 
in payment of the public creditors, without charging com-. 


missions or claiming allowance on account of difference :

Fourthly. To, render to the Goyernment of the United

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States all the duties and services heretofore. required by 
law to be performed by the late-Bank of the United States 
and its several branches or offices. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That no bank shall be se- 
lected or continued as a place of deposite of the public mo- 
ney which shall not redeem its notes and bills on demand in 
pecie; nor shall any bank be. selected or continued as 

_aforesaid, which shall after the fourth of July, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, issue or pay out 
any note or bill of a less denomination than five dollars;-- 
‘nor shall the notes or bills of any bank be received in pay- 
ment of any debt due to the United States which shall, after 
the said fourth day of July,imthe year one thousand eight. 
hundred and thirty;six, issue any -note or bill of a less de- 
nomination than five dollars. 

Sec. 6. JInd.be it further enacted, That the Secretary of 
‘the Treasury shall be, and he is hereby authorized, and it 
shal] be his duty whenever in his judgment the same shall 
be necessary or proper, to require of any bank so sclected 
and employed as aforesaid, collateral or additional securities 
for the safe-keeping of public moneys deposited therein, and 
the faithful performance of the duties required by this act. 

SEC. 7. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful 
for the Secretary of the Treasury, to enter into contracts in 
thé name and for and on behalf of the United States, with 
ihe said banks so selected or.employed, whereby the said 
bahks shall stipulate to do and perform the several duties 
ang services prescribed by this act. i 

SEC. 8. And be it further enacted, That no bank which 
shall be selected or employed as the place of deposite of 
the public money, shall bé discontinued as such depository, 
or the public money withdrawn therefrom, except for the 
causes hereinafter mentioned; that is to say, if, at any time, 
any one of said banks shall fail or refuse to perform any of 
said dutics as prescribed by this act, and stipulated to be 
performed by its contract; or if any of said banks shall at 
any time refuse to pay its own notes in specie if demanded; 

' or shall fail to keep in its vaults such an amount of specie 

as shall be required by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 

shall be, in his opinion, necessary to render the said bank a 
safe depository of the public moneys, having due regard to 
the nature of the business transacted by the bank; in any 
and every such case it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to discontinue any such bank as a depository, 
and withdraw from it the public moneys which it may hold 
on deposite at the time of such discontinuance. And in 
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case of the discontinuance of any of said banks, it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of the ‘Treasury to report to Con- 
gress immediately, if in session, and if not in session, then at 
the commencement of its next session, the facts and reasons 
which have induced such discontinuance. And in case ofthe 
discontinuance of any of said banks as a place of deposite

ment of the number and names of the banks employed as 
depositories. of the public money, and of their condition, 
and the amount of public money deposited in each, as shown 
by their returns at the Treasury, and jf the selection of any 
bank as a depository of the public money be made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury while Con rs is in session, he

Sec. 12, And be it further enacted, That all warrants or 
orders for the purpose of transferring the public funds from 
the banks in which they now are, or may hereafter be de- 
posited, to other banks, whether of deposite or not, for the 
purpo-e of accommodating the banks to which the transfer 
may be made, or to sustain their credit, or for any other 
purpose whatever, except it be to facilitate the public dis- 
bursements, and to comply with the provisions of this act, 
be, and thesame are hereby, probibited and declared to be 
illegal ; and in cases where transfers shall be required for 
purposes of equalization under the provisions of this act, in 
consequence afotoo ggat an accumulation of deposiies in 
any bank, suc transfers shail be made to the. nearest de- 
posite banks which are considered safe and secure, and 
which can receive the moneys to be transferred under the 
limitations in this aci imposed: Provided, That it may be 
lawíul for the President of the United States to direct trans- 
fers of public money to be made from time to time io the 
mint and braneh mints of the United States, for supplying 
metal for coining. 

Sec. 13. .2nd be it further enacted, That tbe money which 
shall be in ihe Treasury of the United States, on the first 
day of January, 1827, reserving the sum of five millions of 
dollars, shall be depgsited with such of the several States, 
in proportion to Dub: cs representation in the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the United States.as shall, 
by law, authorize their Treasurers, or the competent au- 
thorities, to receive the same on the terms hereinafter 
specified; and the Secretary of the Treasury shall deliver 
the same to such Treasurer, or other competent authorities, 
on receiving certificates of deposite therefor, signed by such 
competent authorities, in such form as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary aforesaid ; which certificates shall express 
the usual and legál obligations, and pledge the faith of the 
State, for the safe keeping and repayment thereof, and shall 
pledge the faith of the States receiving the same, io pay 
the said moneys and every part thereof, from time to time, 
whenever the same shall be required, by the Secretary of 
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the Treasury, for the purpose of defraying any wants of the 
public Treasury, beyond the amount of the five millions 
aforesaid : Provided, That if any State declines to receive 
its proportion of the surplus aforesaid, on the terms before 
named, the same shall be deposited with ihe other States, - 
agreeing to accept the same on deposite, in the proportion 
aforesaid: And provided further, That when said money, 
or any part thereof, shall be wanted by the said Secretary, 
to meet the appropriations made by law, the same shall be 
called for, in rateable proportions within one year,as nearly 
2s conveniently may be, from the different States with which 
the same is deposited, and shall not be called for in sums 
exceeding ten thousand dollars, from any one State, in any 

one month, without previous notice of thirty days, for every 
additional sum of twenty thousand dollars, which may at. 
anv time be required. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That the said deposites | 
snall be made with the said '; States, in the following pro- 
portions, and at the following times, viz: one quarter part 
on the first day of January, e eighteen hundred and thirty- 
seven, or as soon thereafter as may be ; one quarter part orn 
the first day of April, one quarter part on the first day of 
July, and one quarter part on the first day of October, all 
in the same year. 

Nec. 15. And be it further enacted, Tha t to enable ‘the 
Secretary of the Treasury to carry into eflect the provisions 
of this act, he be authorized to appoint three additional

Sir: You are no doubt acquainted with the proceedings 
‘that have taken place between our respectivé States, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, heretofore; in relation to the estab- 
lishment of the boundary, which divides us. The corres- — 
pendence between our predecessors on this subject, result- 

ed, as I learn, in the appointment of mathematicians, on the 

part of each State, to ascertain thé true latitude, which was 

done, previous to the year 1833; and a line was run and 
i S 
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marked accordingly by Mr. Thompson, who was appointed 
for that purpose, on the part of Tennessee, without the aid, 
or being accompanied by the mathematician on the part of — 
Mississippi; and on his report, the State of Tennessee pro- 
ceeded to establish said line, as will be seen'by reference 
to her acts of the legislature of 1833—since which time it 
has been recognized as the boundary, as Í am informed, 
without having been acted on, or established as such, by 
the Legislature of Mississippi; ia consequence of which, 
doubts have arisen with some, as to the legality of said 
boundary, which has recently produced seme diffjculties be- 
tween our citizens, living between it and the old line, whose 
peace and harmony it is important to preserve; and, as 
the country is now rapidly settling on both sides of said 
boundary, I hope you will concur with me in the opinion, 
that this question should be put to rest by the reciprocal ac- 
tion of the States. Tennessee having acted on. her part, is 
desirous for similar action on the part of her neighbor, Mis- 
sissippi, at as early a time as may be convenient to her. Ido 
not know that any objection exists on the part of Missis- 
sippi, to the final establishment of the line run by Mr. 
Thompson—I learn that it was run with great care by him— - 
and as yet, I have heard no objection whatever to its estab- 
lishment on the part of either State; and should none exist 
on your part, I would most respectfully solicit you to cali 
the attention of your legislature to the subject, in such way 
asmay be deemed most conducive to the end Eds and to 
the good: feelings which, I trust, will continue to be cherish- 
ed between our States. 

Should, however, objections exist on the part of you. 
State, to the confirmation of Thompson’s line, (as it is com- 
monly called,) I would be glad to be informed in relation to 
their grounds, otherwise I presume that the ratification or 
recognition on the part of Mississippi, is all that is necessa- 
ry for the full and complete confirmation on the part of both 
States. Tennessee having already given her entire sanc- 
tion to itin 1833. But whatever views may be entertained 
in relation to this matter, on your part, I will be happy to 
receive them, in order to the adjustment of this matter, in 
the most satisfactory and amicable manner.

one shall be permitted to subscribe until he shall deliver to 
the commissioners a valid act of sale, or patents, or certifi- 
cates of conformation from the land commissioners of the 
United States, or partition sales and adjudication by a 
decree of a court, verified according to law; or such other 
evidence of title to the property proposed as a guarantee to 
the bank, as may be deemed satisfactory to said commis- 
sioners or directors, that property already mortgaged may 
be received as a guarantee: Provided, That the directors 
shall first deduct from the whole value of the property, at 
least twice the amount of said mortgages, and then grant 
such, only on the excess remaining after the deduction: 
| Provided. further, That the mortgage existing on said pro- 
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party, shall mot prevent the board of directors from receiv- 
ing them as secarity for stock, when the sum to be loaned is 
to be employed in the extinguishment of said mortgage. 

Secr. 9, Be it further enacted, That the subscribers of 
the said Unidn Bank be, and. they are hereby, created a 
corporation and body politic, for and during the term of 
forty years from the passage of this act, and shall be, and 
are hereby, made capable, under the name and style of the 
Mississippi Union Bank, to receive and possess all kinds of 
property, either moveable or immoveable, and to sell, alien- 
ate, demise and dispose of the same; to loan, to negotiate, 
to take mortgages and pledges; and to discount on such 
terms, and such securities, as they shalljudge proper: Pro- 
vided, That the whole amount of their accounts and goods, 
of every description, do not exceed double the amount of 
the capital actually received—the profits realized, and in 
the possession of the bank, being always considered asa 
part of their capital: And, provided also, That the debts 
due by the bank, exclusive of deposites, shall not exceed 
` double the amount of their capital; and that they shall not 
take more than seven per cent interest per annnm,on any 
loan or discount; or interest exceeding six per cent per an- 
num on any loan or discount made on notes to order, payable 
within six months from the time the loans or discounts are 
made; and they may sue or be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
answer and receive answers, in all courts having competent 
jurisdiction; and to have a common seal, and the same to 
alter or renew at pleasure; and to ordain and establish such 
by-laws, rules and ordinances, as they shall deem necessary 
and suitable for the governnjent of said corporation, not 
beiug contrary to tbis act, nor to the constitution and laws 
of the United States and the laws of this State. 

Secr. 10. Be it further enacted, That for the: manage- 
ment of the atfairs of said bank, there shall be thirteen di- 
rectors, chosen from among the stockholders; five of whom ` 
shall be elected and choseu by the Legislature, by joint vote 
of both houses, biennially; and, upon the part of the stock- 
holders, eight shall be annually chosen, at the banking-house 
of the said bank, by the qualified stockholders of the capital 
of said bank; each stockhelder to have one vote, for every 
share held by him; but no person, copartnership or firm, 
shall be entitled to a greater number than one hundred 
votes, and no one shall beentitled to vote by proxy, more 
ihan six hundred votes. The appointments on the part of 
the State, to be made during the first term of the meeting 
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of the Legislature, at their regular and constitutional meet- 
ings, after the passage of this acts l | 
Secr. ll. Be it further enacted, That those who shall be- 
come, and be declared stockholders to the institution, under 
the provisions of this act, shall be required to pay in cash, 
the sum of ten dollars over to the commissioners or direct- 
ors, or their agents, on each and every share subscribed for 
by them, at such time as may be required by the said 
directors. < 
Secr. 12. Be it further enacted, That after the closing of 
the books, and when it shall appear that at least five hun- 
dred thousand dollars shall have been subscribed, and paid 
in, on the original stock of the capital of said bank, the 
said institution shall go into immediate operation, under the 
provisions hereinafter mentioned.  . ' 
Secr. 13. Be it further enacied, That the Legislature 
shall, upon joint vote, appoint three commissioners in each 
of the districts of the State hereinafter designated, whose 
` duty it shall be to ascertain, and appraise the property of 
those who wish to become stockholders in the institution, as 
well as those who are desirous to obtain loans on mortgage ; 
and the said commissioners shall deliver to all persons whose 
property they appraise, detailed and authentic certificates 
of its value, of the number of acres of which each is com- 
posed, bow many acres are under cultivation, and how many 
are capable of being cultivated, and how many are not; 
the nature of the culture, the number of slaves, and their 
condition, age, and sex, and the number of animals employ- 
ed; the number and quality of the buildings, and an esti- 
mate of each and all, which certificate must be signed and 

sworn to before a judge or magistrate, or some one authcri- 
zed io administer oaths, by said: commissioners or a majority 
of thent. : 

Secr. 14, Be it further cnacted, That so soon as five thou- 
sand shares sha)l have been subscribed, in the manner bere- 
in provided for, the Governor of the State shall provision- 
ally appoint thirteen directors, who shall serve for twelve 
months; and it shall be the duty of ihe said directors te 
choose a President of the said Mississippi Union Bank, and 
who shall be chosen from among themselves; and the presi- 
dent thus chosén, shall remain in office twelve months fol- 
lowing their appointment; and that so soon as the directors 

‘are appointed, and the president chosen, the power of the 
‘commissioners appointed to receive the subscriptions, and 
éne papers relating thereto, and in the possession of the 
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commissioners, shall bé delivered over to the board o 
directors. . 

Sect. 15. Beit further enacted, That aftér the first ap- 
pointment, an annual election of eight directors, for the 
stockholders. shall be held on the first Monday in March of 
each and every year; and the said directors, except those 
upon the part of the State, shall bé elected by the stock- 
holders, or their attorneys, with the restrictions before re- 
cited, after public notice of the same is given in the news- 
papers published at Jackson, Vicksburg, Natchez, Wood- 
ville, Port-Gibson, Columbus 'and Manchester, thereby 
designating. the time and place of said election, when the 
stockholders shaH meet for that purpose: the time thus fix- 
ed shall be at least two months after the publication of 
such notice and- law; and said directors shall be elected 
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by a plurality of votes: Provided, the said shares shall have ` 


been held three calender months previous to the election ; 
otherwise the holders thereof shall not be entitled to vote ; 
and the directors shall remain in office from the second 
Monday of March, to the same month in the year follow- 
ing ; and the board of directors shall everv year, at the first 
meeting after their election, elect one of the directors to be 
president of thesaid institution, and who shall remain in office 
during the term for which said directors were elected as 
above stated: Provided always, That if an election or ap- 
poiniment of directors, or of a president, shall not take 
place at the period fixed by the present act, the corporation 
shall not on that account be dissolved, but it may be lawful 
at any other period to hold said election, or make new 
nominations as the case may be ; and the manner and place 


of holding the elections, shall be fixed by the by-laws and ` 


ordinances of the board of directors ;- and until such elec- 
tions, the president and directors: of the said Union Bank 
shall be continued in office: And provided also, That in case 
of vacancy arising from death, resignation, absence from 
this State for the term of six months, non-acceptance, re- 
fusal to qualify, or removal from office of any director, the 
vacancy shall be filled by the board of directors. 

Secr. 16. Be it further enacted, That the cashiers, tellers, 
book-keepers, and all other officers, and servants of the 
bank, shall give bonds, with security to be approved of by 
the president and directors of said institution, for the faith- 
ful discharge of their duties; and that their appointment 
shall be made by the direction of the bank; and they may 
be removable at the pleasure of said direction, and their 
salaries be fixed by the said board of rectori may be 
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“increased or diminished, as may be deemed necessary by 
said board. 

Secr. 17. Be it further enacted, That no individual can. 
be a director of said bank, whois not a citizen, domiciliated - 
in the State, and who does not at the time of his election, in 
his own right, hold at least thirty shares of the capital: stock 
of said bank; and no emolument, privilege or compensation 
shall be allowed said director, exeepting the President, as 
herein provided for; nor any one be a director, who is a 
director of any other bank, nor bis partner, nor two per- 
sons in partnership or having a joint interest in trade, be at 
the same time directors of said Union Bank; and if after 
being elected or appointed, any director should fail, he shall 
be incapable of holding his office, and another shall he elect- 
ed in his place, as herein provided for, with this provision: 
that if the director, who shall become incapable of holding 

“his office, or shall resign, or refuse to act, the vacancy shall 
be filled by the board of directors; or ifa director upon thc 
t of the State, shall be appointed by the Governor. 

Secr, 18. Be it further enacted, That said corporation 
shall not issue any note, bill or check, for a less sum thar 
ten dollars, and if payable to order, they shall be transfer- 
‚able by endorsement, and if payable to bearer, they shall 
he transferable by delivery. 

Skor. 19. Be it further enacted, That the whole of the 
profits of the said Union Bank shall remain with, and be 
employed by the directors, as a part of its capital, until the 
full; payment of that portion of the bonds of the State 
specified in the fifth section, which will be payable in twelve 
years, after which, one-fourth of the profits then realized, 
shall be divided among the stockholders, in the proportion 
io which they shall be entitled respectively; and the whole 
of the remaining) and subsequent profits of the bank, shall 
be employed by the bank, until the full payment of the 
bonds of the State, which will be payable in fifteen years; 
after which, one-fourth of the profits then realized shall be 
divided out among the stockholders, as before provided for 
and mentioned, and the whole of the remaining and subse- 
quent profits shall be employed by the | bank, until the full 
payment of the. bonds of the State, which will be payable 
in eighteen years; after which, one-fourth of the profits 
then realized, shall be divided as aforesaid; and the whole 
amount of the remaining and subsequent profits shall be 
employed by the bank, until the final payment and extin- 
guishment of all the bonds of the State in favor of this 
institution; and after which, the whole of the profits shall 
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-— 
be divided as aforesaid, and all subsequent profits be divided 
annually, with this provision: that in consideration of the 
bonds made by the State, in addition tọ a voice in its direc- 
tion,the State shall be entitled to one nth part of the whole . 
profits of the bank, which one-tenth part shall be-paid into 
the Treasury, at the times and in the proportions provided 
for by this section t» the stockholders. 

Secr. 20. Be it further cnacted, That quarterly in each ` 
and every year, from the first of January next, after the 
establishment of the said Union Bank, the stockholders who 
desire it, may he allowed to examine the affairs of the bank; 
and it shall be the duty of the board of directors of the 
parent bank, to furnish free access and inspection of the 
books, (save the private deposites of individuals,) of the in- 
stitution to the stockholders, and to give them any infor- 
mation they may desire touching the management of said 
bank. 

` Secr, 91. Be it further enacted, That the said corporation 

shall never refuse specie payment in current coin of the 
United States, or suspend payment of any of their notes, 
bills, or obligations, or of any funds received by them on de- 
posite; and if ever the said corporation shall refuse or sus- 
pend the said payment, the bearer or holder of any note or 
obligation, or any person having the right io demand or re- 
ceive the same, or receive the amount of any deposites as 
before recited, shall be entitled to receive and recover dam- 
ages at the rate of fifteen per centum per annum. 

Seer. 22. Be tt further enacted, That if by the first day 
of January, eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, three thou- ' 
sand shares shall not have been subscribed for, it may be 
lawful, as the opinion of the Legislature may decide upon, 
to revoke this charter. 

SEcT. 23. Be it further enacted, That the board of direc- 
tors of the parent bank shall have power to make regula- 
tions and ordinances for the government of the affairs of 
the bank, and to pass by-laws4or the same, which they may 
alter, amend, or add to, as the interest of the corporation 
may require; and they shall establish rules for the conduct- 
ing the affairs of said bank, which they may in like mannen 
alter, amend, or add to, as may be necessary, for the servicé 
of the said bank, the same being not contrary to law. — : 

Sect. 24. Be it-further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of the board of directors io keep a set of books, in which 
all their deliberations, rules and ordinances, shall be entered; 
and the Legislature shall have power at any time to ap- 
point a committee to examine said books of deliberations, 
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rules and ordinances, and to ascertain the amount of cash} 
the amount of notes in circulation, and a complete and ac- 
curate list of the balances due the bank, as wellas the 
amount of deposites, and all other affairs of said bank, so 
as to be informed of its true situation, and be enabled to 
make a full report thereof to the Legislature. ] 

Secr. 25. Be it further enacted, That the capital of said 
bank shall be exempt from any tax imposed by this State, 
or by any county or body corporate, under the authority of 
this State, for and during the continuance of its charter. 

Sect. 26. Be it further enacted, That the board of direc- 
tors shall be -judges of the sufficiency of the mortgages of- 
fered for stoclt and loans, and shall bave power to reject the 
same if not sufficient; and in such case may require other 
security, or in default thereof, reduce the shares of such 
defaulters to the amount sufficiently secured; they may also 
require other and additional security, on the renewal of any 
loan, note, or accommodation, for which application may at 
any time be made, if, in their opinion, the original security 
is not sufficient, safe or satisfactory; that the loans of the 
bank and mortgages for stock, and loans granted by virtue 
of this act, shall bear ten per cent interest per annum after 
maturity, if not punctually paid; and the Mississippi Union 
Bank, shall have the right to cause to be seized and sold, 
according io the laws of this State, the property so mort- 
gaged,in whose hands soever it may be found, in the same 
manner, and with the same facilities, as if it was found in 
the hands of the mortgagor, notwithstanding any change of 
title by inheritance or otherwise. 

_Secr. 27. Be it further enacted, That if a stockholder 
should fail, he shall be divested of his quality of stockholder, 
and his share or shares shall be sold by the board of direc- 
tors, with all the rights and credits thereto belonging. 

Secr. 98. Be it further enacted, That if any individual 
who shall have obtained from said bank a loan, secured by 
mortgage, as herein provided for, shall make a voluntary or 
forced surrender of his property to his creditors, the said 
surrender shall not impair the right of the bank to any mort- 
gaged property;.and said mortgaged property shall not be 
comprised in any cession or estate, until the full payment is 
previously made of the sum due the bank, and secured by 
mortgage; and the bank may proceed by order of sale, in 
the same manner as if no surrender had been made; and 
any surplus of the proceeds of such sale, after paying the 
debt due the bank, shall be paid over to the person’s legal re- 
presentatives: in no case shall the applying for, or obtaining 
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a respite from creditors, in any manner impair or effect the 
right of the bank, to recover all loans secured on the pro- 
perty of such persons; nor shall any act of seizure, or the 
execution of property be, in any manner delayed, or influ- 
euced thereby. 

SECr. 29. Be it further enacted, That the board, with the 

priviledged morigagers, for the sum of fifteen millions five 
hundred thousand dollars subscribed by the stockholders of 
said bank, according to their shares,for the purpose of 
securing the loan of fifteen million five hundred thousand 
dollars, shall be deposited in the office of said institution, 
as security for the reimbursement of the capital as well as 
interest of said bonds granted by the State; and, whenever 
application shall be made by a stockholder, to transfer his 
slock, and be discharged, such transfer and discharge may 
take place upon the new stockholder's furnishing mortgage 
io the satisfaction of at least a majority of all the directors; 
in all such cases of transfer and discharge, the vote shall be 
taken by yeas and nays. 
" Secr. 30. Be it further enacted, That as soon as directors 
are appointed, as herein before provided for, they shall pro- 
seed to the election of a president, and the same shall be 
notified to the Governor of the State, who will, thereupon, 
execute to the said bank, from time to time, bonds in amount 
proportioned to the sums subscribed, and secure to the 
satisfaction of the directors, as required by the charter, until 
the whole amount of fifteen millions five hundred thousand, 
dollars shall be furnished in bonds, as herein before provi- 
ded for. 

Secr. 31. Be it further enacted, That the State of Missis- 
sippi shall be entitled to a credit of two hundred thousand 
dollars, on furnishing notes or obligations for such sum as 
may be required to be used, and paying the usual interest 
annually, and in advance; and each and every stockholder 
shall be entitled to a credit equal to one-half of the total 
amount of their respective shares, which shall bear intcrest 
at the rate of seven per centum per annum; four per cent 
of such loans and interests shall be paid annually; and the 
individual notes of the stockholders renewed annually, un- 
til the whole loan shall be paid and extinguished. 

Seer. 32. Be it further enacted, That there shall be estab- 
lished seven offices of discount and deposites, as follows, to 
wit: . 


First. One at Macon, in the county of Noxubee, for the ~ 


use and accommodation of the counties of Lowndes, Octib- 
beha, Winston, Noxubee, Kemper, Lauderdale and Neshoba, 
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with a capital of one million eight hundred thousand dol- 
lars. l 

Second. One at Augusta, in the county of Perry, for the 
counties of Clark, Jasper, Covington, Jones, Wayne, Jack- 
son, Hancock, Green, Perry and Marion, with a capital of 
one million of dollars. 

Third. One at Aberdeen, in the county of Monroe, for the 
county of Monroe, Itawamba, Tisaemingo, Tippah, Ponto- 
toc, Chickasaw and Marshall, wit. a capital of one million 
of dollars. 

Fourth. Ánd one atthe town of Lexington, in the county 
of iiolmes, for the counties of Yazoo, Ífolmes, Carroll, 
Choctaw, Attala and Leake, with a capital ofone million nine 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Fite. And one at the town of Tillatoba, in the county 
of "TaiLiiatchie, and for the counties of Yalobusha, Talla- 
hatchie, Lafayette, De Soto, Ponola and Tunica, with a 
capital of one million three hundred thousand dollars. 

Sixth. One in the town of Vicksburg, in the county of 
Warren, for the counties of Claiborne, Warren, Washington, 
Bolivar, Coahoma, with a capital of one million five bun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Seccnth. One at Liberty, in the county of Amite, and for 
the counties of Pike, Amite, Wilkinson, Adams, Franklin 
and Jefferson, with a capital of two millions of dollars. 

The counties of Madison, Hinds, Copiah, Simpson, Ran- 
kin, Scott. Smith and Lawrence, to be the eighth district, 
and to be supplied by the mother bank. 

Secr, 33. Be it further acted, That the parent bank of 
ihe Mississippi Union Bank, shall be located in Jackson, in’ 
the county of Hinds. 

Secor. 34. Be it further enacted, That there shall be an- 
nually appointed by the board of directors of the mother 
bank, to administer the affairs of said office of discount and 
deposite, nine directors, citizens of the State, residing and 
domiciliated within the counties for which said offices shall - 
be established, five of whom shall constitute a quorum to 
transact business; and said directors shall choose from 
among themselves a president, and shall be subject to all 
such regulations aud rules as may be adopted by the said 
hoard of directors of the mother bank, for the government 
of said offices, not inconsistent with the provisions of this: 
charter. 

Secr. 35. Be it further enacted, That there shal] be ap- 
pointed for each of the aforesaid offices of discount and de- 
nosite, a cashier, teller, and clerk, and other officers or ser- 
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xants that may be required, ali of whom shall enter into 
bond for the faithful discharge of their duties; the amount 
and conditions of which said bond shall be specified and 
provided for by the said directors of the mother bank; and 
the said directors of the mother bank may remove, at their 
pleasure, any officers in said offices of discount and deposite, 
whenever the better management of the bank may require 
such a removal. . 

Secr. 36. Be it further enacted, That the directors of said 
offices of discount and deposite, shall appropriate two-thirds 
of the capital of each office, to loan on mortgage, and one- 
third to loan on promissary notes and bills of exchange, as 
far as practicable, and the nature of the applications will 
enable them so to do; and the board of directors of said 
offices of discount and deposite may Joan or discount upon 
notes secured by morigage. 

Secr. 37. Beit further enacted, That persons borrowing 
on mortgage, shall be allowed at the end of twelve months C 
to renew their bonds or notes for twelve months longer, dye © 
ing the space of eight years from the date of their respec- 
tive loans or discounts: Provided, 'That they pay and reim- 
burse at the time of each renewal, one-eighth of the whole 
sum originally loaned or discounted to them, as vell as the 
interest upon the sum for which their said bonds shall be thus 
renewed; so that at the expiration of eight years, the whole 
sum originally loaned or discounted to them, together with 
the interest thereon, be entirely paid and extinguished: 
And, provided also, that loans made on mortgages after the 
twelfth year of the charter, after being paid and fully reim- 
burscd, similar loans may again be made and renewable, 
and payable in the same manner as herein before men- 
tioned. l 

Seer. 38. Be it further enacted, That the loans to be 
made by said Union Bank, shall be at a rate of interest 
not exceeding seven per cent on mortgages or bonds and 
promissary notes, payable at a term of more than six months; 
and not more than six per centon notes or bonds renewa- 
ble at six months, or at a shorter time; nor shall said bank 
deal in exchange, domestic or foreign, at a higher.rate than 
six per cent per annum discount on six months’ bills, or a. 
shorter term; and seven per cent on bills at a longer term. 

Secr. 39. Be it further enacted, That when either of the 
said offices of discount and deposite, shall not yield on any 
one year, except the two first years from the commencement 
of the operation, a nett interest of six per cent per annum: 
upon the capital invested therein, the directors of the 
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znother bank shall then remove said office to any other place 
in the same district, which, to them may seem proper, or 
withdraw the same, as they may deem advisable. 

Secr. 40. Be it further enacted, That in case any of the 
branches of the Mississippi Union Bank should be with- 
drawn, in consequence of a failure to realize the required 
interest, then a sum equal to the capital of said branch 
shall be loaned by the parent bank, as provided for, exclusive- 
ly to the citizens of those counties for which said bank was 
esiablished. 

Secr. 4l. Be it further cnacted, That the said offices of 
discount and deposite, may lend money to the citizens of 
any other county, not enumerated in the district for which 
said branch was established, when there are not sufficient 
applications for the counties for which said offices are es- 
tablished. 

Secr. 42. Be it further enacted, That the four last years 
of the time allowed for the continuance of this charter, shal] 
be exclusively employed in winding up the affairs of the in- 
stitution. and that no new loans or discounts shall be given 
or allowed during the said last four years of the charter. 

Sucr. 43. Beat further enacted, That the State shall be 
divided into eight banking districts, in seven of which said 
districts there shall be established a branch of said bank, 
with the capital before provided for to each, for the purpose 
of affording banking facilities to the citizens of those coun- 
ties that compose said districts; the mother bank shall be 
required to do the additional business of one district. 

Secr. 44. Be it further cid, That after the sale of the 
bonds for raising the capitalfsaid Union Bank herein be- 
fore provided for, and after the realizing the proceeds of 
said sale on said bonds, it shall be the duty of tht board of 
directors of said bank to refund and pay over to the sub- 
scribers to the capital stock of said bank, the amount paid 
by them in cash on the said stock, as required in the eleventh 
section of this act, with interest at the rate of five per cent . 
per annum; saidrefunding to take place, and be made as 
follows: one-third in thirty days; one-third in sixty days, 
and one-third in ninety days after the said time herein above 
recited and provided for. 

Secr. 45. Be it further enacted, That the board of direc- 
tors of said Union Bank, are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered, to fix such salary or compensation as they may deem 
necessary and proper, for the commissioners appointe@by 
the thirteenth section of this act, and to pay the same out of 
the funds of said bank. l 
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Secr. 46. Beit further enacted, That when the said Union — 
Bank shall have gone into operation, as provided for in the 
twelfth section of this act, the said bank shall not be requir- 
ed io loan on mortgages or stock, until the bonds specified 
in the fifth section of this act, shall have been sold, and the 
proceeds of sale be realized by said bank: but the said. 
bank may loan, deal in exchange, discount, and take such 
securities us they shall deem proper, and on such time as 


the board of directors of said bank may prescribe: Provided, - . 


however, That the loans so to be made, shall be at the same. . 
rate of interest as prescribed in the thirty-eighth section of 
this act: And, provided further, That said loans may be 
made to any eitizens of the State. 
. Seer. 4% Be it further enacted, That the fifth section of 
. this act, whereby the faith of this State is pledged for the 
payment and redemption of the loan contemplated by this 
act, be referred to the next Legislature of this State, in 
_ persuance of the ninth section of the seventh article of the 
constitution; and that this act be published, under the di- 
' rection of the Governor, in at least three newspapers of 
‘this State, for three months previous to the next regular 
election; and that this act, together with the yeas and nays 
thereon, be entered on the journals of.the Senate and House 
of Representatives

By the Sth, 9th and 10th sections of the third article of 
the constitution, the entire power is given to the Legisla- 
ture to fix and apportion the whole number of Representa- 
tives and Senators upon the basis of the whole number of 
free white inhabitants in the State. The Legislature is 
expressly directed to take the enumeration, fix the whole 
number, and make the apportionment not oftener than once 
in four years, and so that the number of members in the 
House shall never exceed 100, and the number of Senators 
shall never be less than one-fourth of the number of Rep- 
resentatives; and with a proviso, that each county shall al- 
ways be entitled to at least one Representative. 

Pursuant to this power, and the directions of the consti- 
tution, the Legislature in December, 1833, by an apportion- 
ment law, fixed the whole number of Representatives for 
the ensuing four years,"at sixty-four; and the whole number 
of Senators at twenty; and apportioned them among all 
the counties and senatorial districts then existing in the 
State, according to the number of their respective free white 
inhabitants, giving to each county at least one Represen- 
tative. 

Jt appears by the journals of the House of Representa- 
tives, (a public record.) that at the commencement of the 
present session of the Legislature, the House was organized 
and composed of the sixty-four members, fixed and appor- 
tioned by the apportionment law of 1833, . This law has. 
never been altered or repealed. 

But since the commencement of the present session, 
twelve new counties have been created by an act of the 
Legislature; and it now appears by the journals of the 
- House, that ten persons have been admitted and sworn in 
as members of that body, from ten of the new counties, by 
the act of the House of Representatives alone. 

Instead of sixty-four members, that body, by its records, 
appears to be organized and composed of seventy-four mem- 
bers; ten of whom are from counties not embraced in any 
apportiónment las. 

The act of the House of Representatives in thus admitting 
these ten new members into its, body, since the commence- 
ment ofthe present session of the Legislature, is in the opin- 
ion of the undersigned, unauthorized by the constitution and 
contrary to law, and cannot confer the office or capacity of 
members upon the ten persons so admitted, by any power, 
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legislative or judicial, vested in the House of Representa- 
, tives by the Constitution. 

We, therefore, believe their admission as members has 
destroyed the constitutional organization of that body, and 
that it is not now the House of Representatives, which, 
with the Senate, constitute the Legislature of the State of 


Mississippi, to which the legislative powers of the State are 


intrusted. 
We, therefore, most solemnly protest against the concur- 


rence of the Senate, with the body now assembled as the - 


House of Representatives, in any legislative action, while 

it remains in its present disorganized state.

Here then was the report of a committee of free confer- 
ence in the Senate, reporting the disagreement of the two 
Houses, agreed te in the Senate, and afterwards a notifica- 
tion from the House of its adherence to its disagreement. 
By the rules of parliamentary proceedings, and according 
to the usages of legislative bodies from times immemorial, 
the matter was disposed of by both Houses, bya final dis- 
agreement between them. 

These rules and usages are public laws. We believe 

that the instance has never before happened in any legisla- 

tive body, where, after a final vote of disagreement in both 
Houses, a committee of conference was ever raised ‘as in 
this case. 

We, therefore, protest against it as an open, palpable, 
and manifest violation of the public law of the land, for the 
government of legislative proceedings, which no measure 
of expediency can ever justify.

But before the question was taken, the President address- 
ed the Senate as follows: 

Sexators—The period has arrived at which we are to 
close our labors for the present. Our actsare few in num- 
ber, but of the utmost magnitude; for good or for evil, the 
destinies of the State are fixed. The passage'of the Unioii 
Bank bill, as well as the one authorizing the New Orleans 
. and Nashville Rail Road Company to construct their road 
. through this State, will fill an interesting page in the his- 
tory of our country. If the expectations of the friends of 
those great measures are realized, I will be satisfied. It is 
a source of regret, no doubt, to us all, that circumstances 
have prevented us from proceeding further at present, in 
disposing of the many important subjects submitted to our 
consideration. We will soon return to our constituents, and 
our several acts will be thoroughly canvassed by the people, 
the only sovereign power known in a free government. 

When we return again in May, I trust the excitement, 
caused by the unfortunate differences of opinion at present 
existing, as to the constitutionality of the acts of the Legis- 
lature, as at present organized, will have subsided, and that 
we will meet prepared to act harmoniously. 

Although I may not have discharged the duties of presiding 
officer of the Senate efficiently, I trust I have impartially. 
I have been gratified at the disposition manifested by every 
Senator to sustain the chair, and return you my acknow- 
ledgments for the good order you have preseryed. 

In discharging the duty imposed upon me, I have known 
no other rule of action than a strict adherence to the Rules 
of the Senate; and where they have been silent, I have been 
governed by the established precedents, to be found in ap- 
proved authors on Parliamentary Law. 

In adjourning the Senate to the second Monday in May 
next, in pursuance.of the joint resolution of both Houses. I 
avail myself of the opportunity of bidding vou on aflertion- 
ate farewell. 
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
